Wasntnaton, December 11.—[Special.}— 
Speaker Crisp is losing more sleep now than 
he did during his contest for the speakersbip. 
Since his election he has barely had a moment 
alone. Evén during his meal hours he is be- 
sieged by members who want fat committee 
appointments. They are with him from 8 
o’clock in the morning until midnight. He 
has listened attentively to every one, but has 
made no promises whatever. He will con- 
tinue hearing them until tomorrow night. 
Then he will commence making up the com- 
mittees and he will make the personne! of each 
satisfactory to al] sections alike. 

He has not only given attention to his sup- 
porters, but has heard those who fought him 
hardest. Indeed, many of his opponents have 
been the most eager applicants for good com- 
mittees. 

Speaker Crisp is very anxious to appoint the 
committees before the Christmas holidays, but 
as the holiday recess will perhaps begin next 
Friday or before, it is very doubtful. He will 
spend the holidays at his home in Americus, 
and, although he has not decided when he will 
leave, it wi!l be some time during next week. 
He will spend one day in Atlanta. In tbe 
event he cannot finish the committees before 
leaving he will do the work there, and they 
will be announced the first thing after the re- 
cess. 

The House Not in Session. 

The house was not in session today. It will 
meet tomorrow, but only to’adjourn over until 
next Wednesday. Under the rules the house, 
without the consent of the senate, cannot ad- 
journ over more than three days at a time. 

A Little Panic. 

The explosion of a steam pipe in the hall of 
the house today created a panic for a time, 
‘There were about a hundred members in the 
hall when a pipe near the speaker’s room ex- 
ploded, tearing out part of the wall. For an 
instant every one thought a dynamite bomb 
had been exploded under the speaker's room, 
and the members rushed for the doors like a 
stampeded herd of cattle. 

In an instant, however, it was over, and a 
general laugh was had at the expense of the 
frightened ones. 

Speaker Crisp was so busy that he did not 
even hear it.

THE COMMITTEE ON RULES. 


The Speaker Has Not Yet Decided Upon Its 
Membership. 


Wasninaton, December 11.—The speaker 
this afternoon had not yet decided upon his 
colleagues on the rules committee, and the 
probabilitiesare that no conclusion will be 
reached until the house reconvenes Saturday, 
and perhaps not unti] next week, The speaker 
has given some consideration to the sugges- 
tions which the members have offered him 
in favor of a recurrence to the former policy 
of tn members of this committee, the 
panier’: of whom should bein close, personal 
and political relations with the speaker. The 
matter has not yet gone beyond the stage of 
informa! discussion. 

Mr Carlisle, when he became speaker, de- 

ted from the prior custom of selecting mem- 

rs of the committee on rules regardless of 
their committee assignments, and made its 
membership go, as a matter of course, 
to the chairmen . of the two 
most important committees, namely, 
ways an means and appropriations. 
— Reed followed the same course. Pre- 
vious speakers, Randal! and Kenfer, had 
selected the rules committee with regard to 
other considerations, Blackburn and Alex- 
ander H. Stephens being the former’s associ- 
ates and having otherwise no special commit- 
tee prominence. A number of democratic 
congressmen urge a return to this policy, and 
represent that its effects would to 
strengthen the speaker, The ways and means 
and appropriation committees now have prior 
rights under the rules over other committees, 
and with thei: respective chairmen as the 
rules committee, which is the guiding or 
‘“steering’’ boom of the house, the result 
is represented to be disastrous to 
the other committees, whose busi- 
ness may be important. The membership 
on the rules committee, it is urged should be 
high enough honor without other committee 
assignment except of very ordinary character, 
such as the chairmanship perhaps of some minor 
committee and, moreover, as the chairman of 
two principal committees would be managers 
of work originating with their committees the 
speaker would have those men as his active 
lieutenants in fiscal and revenue affairs and 
the rules committee members as lieutenants in 
other proposed legislation, and aitogether 
woald have an excellent opportunity to keep 
thoroughly in touch with his party. 

It has been presumed that ex-Speaker Reed 
would be one of the minor representatives on 
the rules committee, but under this policy 
such, perhaps, would not be the case, as Reed 
might prefer to lead the minority of the com- 
mtttee on ways and means, 


CRISP’S JUBILEE. 


The Citizens of Americus Will Make It a 
State Affair. 


Americus, Ga., December 11.—[Special.]— 
The committee of citizens, appointed at the 
mass meeting Tuesday night to arrange fora 
monster demonstration in honor of Judge 
Crisp, met yesterday and appointed a finance 
committee who will go actively to work to 

repare on a grand scale for the jubilee. It 
s intended to make the occasion one for the 
participation of the whole state, and invita- 
tions will be sent out in all directions for 
prominent Georgians to be present, as well as 
the masses of the democracy of the district 
whose votes have made Crisp’s political fort- 
ume. The matter isin the hands of an abie 
and enthusiastic committee, and Americus 
expects to make the demonstration the occa- 
slon of her history.

To Say Whether New York’s Senate Is Dem- 
ocratic or Kepublican, 


ALBANY, N, Y., December 11.—[Special.]— 
The political complexion of the senate of the 
state of New York is inthe handsof the 
judges of the court of appeals of this state. 

f the court Wecides that the board of can- 
vassers cannot be mandamused or that the 
mandamus granted in four senatorial districts 
are void, then the board will proceed to count 
the vote as now before them, and on the face 
of that vote the senate will be democratic. If 
to the contrary, the senate will be 
republican, and if there is an 
equal) division on the cases the 
senate will be tied politically, and yet be 
democraticin organization because the lieu- 
tenant governor-elect has the casting vote. 
The court of appeals chamber was crowded 
this norning to hear the arguments in the ap- 
peal, which was announced as an appeal from 
an order of the general term, third depart- 
ment, affirming tive orders of the special term, 
Mr. Justice Edwards presiding, granting per- 
emptory writs of mandamus and an order de- 
nying a motion by the state canvassers to va- 
cate a stay. . 

All of the cases were argued, and the court 
will probably render a decision early next 
week. There is a great deal of significance to 
be attached to the opinions that will come 
down, because Governor Hill has repeatedly 
urged that all contested election cases should 
be decided in the courts, and notin a legis- 
lative body of politica! bias, 

In the cases to be decided, one is as to eligi- 
bility, one as to fraudulent voting and two as 
to the honesty of the count under the new bal- 
lot law. 

Another important feature to be decided 
will be the question as to whether the state 
board of canvassers is a mere puppet show, a 
mechanical arrangement, or whether they 
have decisive power to control a dishonest 
canvass by the lower boards or decide as to 
eligibility. The greatest interest is displayed 
here and will continue until adecision is 
reached. 


THE FLORIDA SOUTHERN ROAD TO BE SOLD, 


Is Judge Swayne’s Decision in the United 
States Circuit Court. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., December 11.—At this 
morning’s session of the United States district 
court, final decrees in the cases of the Amer- 
ican Loan and Trust Company and the New 
England Trust Company, of Boston, against 
the Florida Southern railroad were signed by 
Judge Swayne. The decrees declare the road 
insolvent, and orderedit to be soid to satisfy 
the claims of these two companies on March 
7, 1892, in front of the United States court- 
house door in this city. John 
King and Philip Walker are apne special 
masters to conduct the sale. The New Eng- 
land Trust Company holds a mortgage on the 
road from Palatka to Brooksville. This mort- 

ge was to secure $2,156,800 0f 6 per cent 
aot and the interest since July, 1888. The 
claim of the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany consists of $809,900 on bonds and $181,- 
770 = interest. The mortgage of the 
latter company is against the Char- 
lotte Harbor division of the roaa, 
from Bartow to Punta Gorda. The Florida 
Southern railway, with its branches, is nearly 
three hundred miles in length, and the 
property has been in the hands of a receiver 
since March 18, 1890. : 

By the terms of the sale each bidder must 
deposit $10,000 in cash as a guarantee of good 
faith before making bids. 


They Are After Free Passes. 
WASHINGTON, December 11.— Attorney 
General Miller has determined to test the 
right of railway companies to issue free passes, 
The question to be decided is whether the issue 
of such passes is a violation of the interstate 
commerce law. He will shortly bring suit 
against one of the New England railroads 
known to have issued passes, probably the 
Boston and Maine road, Suit will be insti- 
tuted in New Hampshire, and a special attor- 
ted to conduct the case.

WARRANTS OUT FOR FRANK PIERCE, 


Of LaGrange, for Obtaining Money Under 
False Pretenses. 

LAGRANGE, Ga., December 11.—[Special.]— 
Warrants have been issued for the arrest of 
Frank A. Pierce, a young attorney of this city, 
who is charged with procuring money under 
false pretenses. Tuesday night he went into 
the Hotel Andrews and requested Mr. Alex 
Haynes, the clerk, tocash a check for him, 
which was very readily done, Pierce giving 
him a check on the First National bank for 
$50. When the check was presented at the 
bank, payment was refused upon the ground 
that Pierce had no funds on deposit. It also 
seems that he had overdrawn at the bank, and 
had given them a check on the bank in 
Hogansville for $28. This check was likewise 
refused payment. But the heaviest loser is 
either a loan association in Boston, or Mrs. M. 
A. Tuggle, of this place, who had procured a 
loan of $2,500 from the above association 
through Pierce. It yet remains to be seen who 
the loser will be in the last mentioned instance. 
At any rate the money has been paid by the 
association to Pierce, and Pierce has absconded, 
but Mrs. Tuggle has not received her money. 
From a message received here this afternoon 
from the association, the money had been paid 
some time since, and the interest fell due on 
December Ist. Several others in this 
place have been made to feel his absence, but 
for just what amounts it is yet unknown. The 
entire population seems greatly surprised at 
Pierce’s conduct. He has been married only a 
short time, and has always stood well here with 
everybody. 


KIT GARSON, JR’S, WORK. 


The Son of the Famous Scout Kills His 
Father and Mother-in-Law, 

LaJuntA, Col., December 11.—Kit Carson, 
Jr., son of the famous old scout by the same 
name, today killed his father-in-law and 
mother-in-law and then made good his escape. 
About a year ago Carson married Miss Susie 
Richardson, but because of his drunkenness 
and cruelty she was compelled to return to 
her father’s home which is in Nine-Mile 
Bottom some twenty-five miles from here. 
Today Carson went to  Richardson’s 
house and demanded his wife. The old gen- 
tleman refused the request, when Carson shot 
at him, the ball passing throagh both hips. 
Mrs. Richardson, who was in the kitchen, 
heard the shot and hurried to the room where 
Carson was, and was shot directly 
through the forehead, dying instantly. 
The murderer then mounted his horse 
and escaped into Bent canyon, and 
headed for New Mexico. Thisis not the first 
shooting affair Carson hastbeen implivated in‘ 
and if captured this time there is every revson 
to believe that this one will be his last.

DUN'S WEEKLY REPORT. 


A Most Flattering Condition of Our Coun- 
try’s Trade Is Shown. 

New York, December 11.—[{Special. ]—Bus- 
iness failures occurring throughout the coun- 
try during last week, as reported to R. G. Dun 
& Co., number, for the United States, 280; 
Canada, 40; total, 320, against 330 last week. 

As the holidays draw near all signs indicate 
a large volume of business at 

resent, with a wing confidence of 
mprovement in the future, except in parts of 
the south where unusual accumulation of cot- 
ton and its low price have a segeseting influ- 
ence. Atthe east there is again a distinct, 
though moderate improvement in the 
leading branches of industry ; at 
the west trade continues ina volume 
never approached in any previous year; and 
even at the south, in spite of some embarrass- 
ment, the volume of trade is on the whole 
large, though not equal to last year’s. There 
is no Jack of money in any part of the country, 
except at some southern points, and the mere 
fact that the cotton ndéw accumulated at a 
few ports and interior towns represents 
fully $60,000,000 in value paid 
to planters at once explains the difficulty, and 
“ae that it is not permanent. 

t is a good sign, also, that collections are,on 
the whole, improving, though slow at New 
Orleans and some southern points, and only 
fair in some lines at eastern cities. 

Reports from all parts of the country show 
very fair activity in the-distribution of mer- 
chandise. 

The expected reduction in the prices of car- 
pets has come from 10 cents on body brussels 
to 5 cents on ingrains, which are now 
said to be cheaper here than 
in England. Among clothiers the.better class 
of goods asin excellent demand. Trade in 
knit goods is quiet and in dress goods satisfac- 
tory, but some concessions are noted in flan- 
nels. Print cloths show some improvement 
and prints are more active. Boot and shoe 
business clearly increases, Boston shipments 
exceeding Jast year’s 20 r cent 
for the week ; though for the year the decrease 
is still yp P aet cent. The iron business is more 
active. Bar and plate miils are well employed, 
though prices are low, orders for 20,000 cars 
having been placed in two weeks at tae lowest 
prices ever known. 

Cotton is unchanged, the receipts being still 
beyond those of the same weeks last year. 
Pork products are slightly stronger. Coffee is 
&® quarter of a cent and oil 12 cents higber, 
without great activity in any branch of 
speculative trade, Exports of domestic prod- 
ucts continue unchanged, and for last week 
were 44 per cent more than the first week of 
December last year. Yet preparations for 
yearly settlements abroad cause such remit- 
tances that imports of apecie are stopped by 
decline in foreign exchange. avorable 
monetafy prospects strengthen the market 
for securities, especially as it is evident 
that disbursements in dividends, interest and 
profits about January ist will be large, and 
will weaken new investments. With better 
tone, some securities have advanced, and there 
is no feeling of. apprehension regarding the 
monetary future. 

The Sun's Cotton Review. 

New York, December 11.—The Sun’s cotton 
article says: Futures opened lower, further de- 
clined, closing dull at forty-five points down from 
the final figures of yesterday. It wasa clear case 
of discouraged bulls. The movement of crups 
proved so much in exvess of the estimates put 
forth last Saturday that many were inclined to 
position to take their 
losses and get out. “How long,” 
asked one, ‘“‘shall our figures from the 
most intelligent and heretofore reliable :sources 
prove so much belowresults that one is led to 
suspect deliberate misrepresentation?’’ This has 
been the vase since the Ist of November, with the 
result that New York and Liverpool are stagger- 
ing under their loads.

Great Excitement In the French

CAUSED BY A REMARK OF FLOQUET 


That Pope Pius IX Was a Freemason— 
Several Members Denounce Him 
Asa Liar—Foreign Gossip. 


Paris, December 11.—The ecclesiastical 
controversy caused great disturbance in the 
chamber of deputies today. 

M. Hubbard introduced a resolution con- 
demning the hostile attitude of the clergy and 
demanding that steps be taken for the separa- 
tion of church and state. M. Fallieres, min- 
ister of justice and public worship, in replying 
to the motion, commented at length upon the 
conduct of the bishops of Aix and Bordeaux. 

In response to an interruption, Floquet, 
president of the chamber, said that Pope Pius 
IX had given his authority to Freemasonry 
and was himself a Freemason. 


De Cassagnac and Baudry d’Asson instantly | 


jumped up and called Floquet a liar. 

A tremendous uproar ensued, lasting fully 
ten minutes. Members of the right, shouting 
at the top of their voices, hurled various op- 
probrious epithets at members of the left, who 
responded with equal vigor. Criesof ‘In- 
famous!”* “Abominable!” and the like were 
freely exchanged. 

Bishop Freppel shouted that Floquet’s 
charge was calumny and slander. 

Comte de Mun cried out that Floquet’s 
words were insulting and false. 

Throughout the uproarious scene Floquet 
remained perfectly calm. When the clamor 
had subsided he simply remarked that the 
chair was powerless to deal with fits of mad- 
ness. 

Fallieres, resuming his speech, said that the 
government was opposed to the separation of 
church and state. The ministry, he con- 
tinned, would shortly introduce a bill dealing 
with associations, which would apply —— 
to religious and secular communities. e ad- 
ded, however, that this bill must not be re- 
garded as a prelude to the separation of church 
and state. The debate was adjourned. 


AN AZTEG CITY DISCOVERED. 


In Existence Since the Conquest of Mexico 
by Cortez. 

Crry or Mexico, December 11.—Mr. Juan 
Alvarez, who. has just returned from an ex- 
ploring expedition in the southwest part of 
the republic, reports that he has found a city 
which has never been, entered by white men, 
and which has evidently been in existence 
for hundreds of years, going back before the 
time of the conquest of the country by the 
Spaniards. 

It is an old Aztec city, and the approaches 
to it are so guarded by nature that it is an im- 
possibility to reach it, if the inhabitants do 
not want the traveier te getin. The city liva 
in the almost inaccessibie mountains, in the 
region of the country lying in theextreme 
southwestern part of the country, and is so far 
away from civilization that few white men 
have ever been in the neighborhood. 

Seen from Afar Off. 

It was by the purest accident that Alvarez 
became awarethat a city was anywhere in 
the vicinity, and after he found it, all of his 
endeavors to reach it were unavailing on ac- 
count of the persistent opposition of the na- 
tives. He had been traveling over the moun- 
tains in search of an outlet to the Pacific ocean 
when’ he came to the top ofan elevated 
plateau and crossed to the farther edge. He 
haa a magnificent view, and while king 
over the country saw what he took to be houses 
in a far-distant valley. A close inspection 
with a giass soon convinced him that what he 
saw was really a collection of houses, and he 
at once set about reaching the place to see 
who lived in that part of the country. 

The Ragged Approach. 

After duys of hard work, climbing over 
cliffs and mountains, he reached a place from 
which he gbtained a good view of the city, 
and saw that it was regularly laid outin 
streets and was peopled with a race who knew 
something about civilization. The houses 
were of stone aud were surrounded by yards 
in which were growing flowers and shrubs. 
On all sides were evidences of taste shown by 
the inhabitants, and it was evident that he 
had found acity which was not known to the 
outside world. A careful examination of the 
cquntry showed him that the city was within 
@ nutural amphitheater, and was accessible 
from one side only. He saw that the only 
means of access was through a long and uar- 
row defile which led into the mountains from 
the Pacific coast side, and he started to reach 
the place where he could find this entrance. 
He made an outline drawing of the city as it ap- 
peared to him from the distant mountain top, 
and thisis all he has to show that there is a 
city within the heart of the mountains, for he 
was never allowed to reach the spot. 

A Well-Built Town. 

From this drawing itis plain that the city 
has not less than 4,000 inhabitants. The houses 
‘are all of stone and are supplied with doors 
and windows. In the center was a large 
building, which was undoubtedly the temple 
of worship, foron its walls could be seen sculp- 
tured designs representing the Deity. It was 
in the shape of the ancient teocallies, which 
are to be found in many parts of this country, 
and the apa og could be seen passing in and 
out during all hours of the day. 

After ten days of arduous work Alvarez 
found himself at the foot of the mountains on 
the western slope, and set about searching for 
the canyon leading to the city. He had so 
well marked the lay of the land that he had 
no difficulty in finding the entrance, but he 
was met by a band of Indians who refused to 
let him proceed. They offered him no vio- 
lence, but insisted that he should return. He 
told them that he had come overthe moun- 
tains and that he did not know how to get 
back. Aftera consultation he was told that 
he would haveto remain awhile a prisoner, 
and two runners were sentinto the mountains, 
who returned in a day with orders from some 
one in authority, and Alvarez was blind- 
folded and p! onthe back ofamule He 
traveled in this condition for three days, 
only having the bandage removed from his 
eyes at night. On the fourth day he was told 
to remove the bandage, and when he did so 
he found himself onthe borders of the Pacific 
ocean. The Indians had gone, leaving him 
with nothing to guide bim back to the place 
where he had seen the city.

YESTERDAY'S RECORD A GOOD ONE. 


The Thieves Are Mostly Small Boys, but 
Do Professional Work—The Po- 
lice On Their Tracks. 


Atlanta isinfested with a lot of boy bur- 
giars, hatrack lifters and snatch thieves that 
for boldness can’t be matched in the coun- 


try. 
The most of them are small boys from six 
totwelve years old, but their work is fully up 
to the professional standard. Their oper- 
ations extend from one end of the city to the 
other, and their work is every character of steal- 
ing and burglarizing. During this week not 
less than twenty cases of pocket- 
books being snatched from ladies on 
the streets have been reported to the police. 
In about half of these cases arrests have 
already been made, and the police and detec- 
tives are still running them in. 

They will go to a house and rap on the door 
gently two or three times, and if no one re- 
sponds they will open it, enter the hall and 
steal everything they can get their hands on. 
If any one responds to the rap they will ex- 
hibit a bogus note for Mr. Jones or Mr. Smith, 
and ask where he lives. This game they are 
working with great success. 

Another favorite field of operation is the 
show boards on Decatur street, where the Rus- 
sian Jew merchants exhibit their shoes and 
clothing on the sidewalk. Hardly a night 

asses that the detectives or police don’t run 
in two or three boys for robbing these show 
boards. 

Just now they are devoting the most of their 
attention to snatching pocketbooks from ladies 
on the streets. There were four cases of this 
kind reported to the police yesterday.

WORK OF THR COURTS. 
A Big Bar Meeting in the City Court 
Yesterday. 


E. T., V. AND GA. R.R. GETS A VERDICT. 


Gossip Gathered in the Various Depart- 
ments—Four Courts to Sit Next Week. 
A Curious Suit Piled. 


The bar meeting yesterday afternoon in the 
city courtroom was very largely attended, 
every member of the Atlanta bar being present 
orjrepresented by some other lawyer. Judge 
Howard Van Epps presided. The dockets were 
sounded, and cases enough were assigned for 
next week to keep both divisions of the court 
busy from Monday morning until Friday night. 
The two divisions—the first presided over by 
Judge Howard Van Epps and the second by 
Judge Thomas P. Westmoreland—will sit 
simultaneously. The latter will use the grand 
jury room. There are enough cases on the city 
court dockets to keep both busy for a year or 
more, provided one case a day is tried. 

In the city court yesterday morning the jury 
trying thecase of Kebb vs. the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railway Company for 
$25,000 damages for personal injuries, returned 
a verdict for the defendant. This case con- 
sumed four days, and was stubbornly fought on 
both sides. 

In the case of George McGhan vs. the city 
of Atlanta for damages, a consent verdict for 
the plaintiff for $150 was entered. 

The Plaintiff Wins. 

In the superior court, Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke presiding, the case of F. A. Hilburn 
vs. the Provident Fund Society of New York, 
was decided. The jury returned a verdict for 
the plaintiff for $100, the amount sued for. 

Suing His Doctor. 

Yesterday morning Messrs. J. T. Spence 
and G. D. Stewart, attorneys for J. B. Turner, 
filed a suit for $5,000 damages against Dr. Eli 
Griffin, the county physician. 

In his declaration the plaintiff alleges that 
the 7th of November, 1890, he was thrown 
from a wagon and his right hip was dislocated. 
Immediately he was taken to Dr. Griffin, a 
licensed physician, who began treating him. 
Dr. Griffin pretended to set the dislocated 
limb, but did not do so, the plaintiff further 
avers. Mr. Turner says that he suffered 
terrible agony, and the pain was constant 
and unendurable. He often spoke to the 
physician about his trouble, but the doctor 
told him his hip was all right and 
would soon get well. The plaintiff alleges 
further that he was forced to keep his bed for 
months; that when he got up he was horrified 
to find one of his legs $ niPes than the other, 
that he found his hip was still out of socket. 
He charges the doctor with unskillful practice 
and seeks to hold him responsible for his 
sufferings. 

Again to the Supreme Court. 

The intermivable case of R. T. Allison vs. 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany for damages for personal injuries goes 
up tothe supreme court again. It was first 
tried June 27, 1890, anda verdict for $11,500 
was given for the plaintiff. The defendant 
appeaied to the supreme court for a new trial 
which was granted. Thecase was again tried 
and the plaintiff got a verdict for $12,000. 
Now the attorneys for the defendant again 
carry the case to the supreme court. 

A Quartet of Courts. 
* Four courts will be sitting at the same time 
next week in the county courthouse. Three 
of them will be trying civil cases and the other 
one will try criminal cases.

Steve Ryan to Go Before Judge Marshal 
J. Clarke Today. 


WILL HE BE RBLEASED FROM JAILP 


Both Sides Stated—What the . Different 
Lawyers Think-—Mr. Ryan Is 
Very Hopeful. 


The Ryan case was the theme of cOnversa- 
tion among lawyers yesterday, and a great va- 
riety of opinions was expressed by them 
touching the latest phase the matter has as- 
sumed. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke will hear the case 
this morning at 9 o’clock in the superior court- 
room. 

Mr. Steve Ryan and his faithful and inde- 
fatigable attorneys will be there, and the two 
score of lawyers representing the creditors will 
be there. And Receiver Kingsbery will be on 
hand ready to receive the $121,000 if Mr. Ryan 
should offer to pay it. And the defendant’s 
kinsmen and friends will be present. Soitis 
likely a large crowd will fill the courtroom 
while the trial of the case is in progress. 

Mr. Ryan’s Side. 

The petition the prisoner’s counsel has pre- 
pared and presented to the court is a very long 
and formidable document. 

The prisoner avers that he is unjustly de- 
tained in prison and asks permission of the 
court to appear before it to purge himself of 
contem pt. 

Attached to the petition are affidavits of two 
of the most skilful accountants in Atlanta— 
Messrs. Moore and Goldsmith—and of about 
one hundred clerks who were employed by Mr. 
Ryan. 

These expert bookkeepers will seek to show 
to the court’s satisfaction that the $125,000 
which was charged by Ryan to “kiting,’”’ should 
be deducted from Judge Gober’s estimate of 
the amount of money in the defendant’s pos- 
session. 

The lawvers are confident that this point 
can be proved to the judge’s entire satisfac- 
tion. , 

Then the clerks make some strong state- 
ments about the daily sales. They swear that 
the estimate accepted by Judge Gober is very 
much too large. Bya comparison with the 
business of the Ryan Company it is shown that 
this estimate was excessive. For the two months 
past, with added storeroom and replenished 
stocks, and a livelier business season than last 
vear, the sales have aggregated only $116,000. 
Judge Gober, it is claimed, calculated that 
Steve Rvan took in some $292,000 in the same 
space of time. 

Mr. Ryan will, if allowed to do so, go upon 
the. stand and reassert that he has not in his 
possession now, nor had in his possession at the 
time he was sent to jail by Judge Gober, the 
$121,000 or any part of it. 

He will introduce sworn statements of bank 
officers and business experts to verify his facts 
and figures. 

He expects to demonstate} methematically 
that he cannot comply with the court’s de- 
mand. 

*Tf,’’ says his lawyers, ‘the can do this, he is 
purged of contempt and must be released 
from prison.’’ 

Mr. Ryan himself holds strongly to the be- 
lief that he can makea satisfactory showing 
to Judge Clarke. 

The Other Side. 

The lawyers representing the creditors have 
not determined their tactics. They say they 
are not ready to go into the merits of the case 
and will move for a continuance. As in 
former hearings of this case about forty law- 
yers will appear in opposition to Ryan. 
Messrs. Hammond, Abbott, Hillyer, Spalding 
and Ellis will lead the forces, but their lieu- 
tenants willalso be ready to do service if 
called upon. 

One of the most prominent of these said: 
*‘A case precisely like this one is not recorded 
in the books. Judge Clarke will, therefore, 
have to act independently of precedents 
or authorities. His good sense and fairness 
must pull him through. It seems to us that 
it is not actually necessary for us to take any 
“ in these contempt-of-court proceedings. 

doubt very much if Judge Clarke will want 
to hear any arguments. You see in this case 
he is prosecutor aswell as judge. He may 
regard itas presumptuous for any of us to 
dictate to him whether he shall hold Ryan in 
jail or let him out. Of course there may ar- 


rive delicate questions of law, which we. will | 


be called upon to argue, but so far as the main 
facts are involved, there will be no need for 
any lawyer to explain them tothe court. We 
are perfectly satisfied that Mr. Ryan has not 
brought forward any new facts. The record 
stands now like it stood the day 
he was committed to jail. He 
has not done anything since then 
to purge himself of contempt. His petition 
contains nothing new; nothing that has hap- 
pened since the supreme court handed down 
its decision. For this reason I see no earthly 
chance for Mr. Ryan to gain his point.”

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Crisp and Tariff Reform. 

We observe that a number of people who 
ought to be better informed are going around 
inquiring whether the tariff reform issue is 
to be laid on the shelf now that Mr. Crisp 
has been made speaker. ‘The idea that Mr. 
Crisp is opposed to tariff reform grows out 
of the slanders invented by the St. Louis 
newspaper which had the Mills campaign in 
charge. This newspaper lied about Mr. 
Crisp’s tariff record with a volubility and 
an industry worthy of a bettercause. It de- 
clared that he was a protection democrat, 
and that his election would be an irreparable 
injury to the cause of tariff reform. 

The contest for the speakership was be- 
tween democrats, and all democrats are tariff 
reformers and in favor of keeping the tariff 
issue at the front. There are a few who 
think that there can be no tariff reform with- 
out certain men, but this idea will be 
thoroughly dissipated during the next. few 
months. Mr. Mills was defeated because of 
his uncertain temper, because the democratic 
party cannot afford at this time to handicap 
itself with the free trade issue, and because 
of his change of views on the silver question. 

Speaker Crisp thoroughly represents the 
democratic idea of tariff reform, and, under 
his wise and prudent leadership, the demo- 
cratic party of the house will move steadily 
forward in the direction of tariff reform.

In The New York World of a recent date 
we find the following remarks emphasized 
by means of italic type: 

Would it be wise? 

Governor Hill advises the repeal of the McKin- 
ley tariffand administrative acts and the Sherman 
silverlaw. He suggests nothing to take the place 
of those statutes. ‘Their repeal, if possible to be 
effected, would restore to lifethe tariff act of 


-1883 and the Bland silver law. 


Would this alternative, presented by the demo- 
crats in congress on the eve of the presidential 
campaign, conduce to the success of their party 
in that election? Would this triple menace of 
disturbance to trade, commerce and finance—this 
unconditional tearing down without building up 
—be wise statesmanship? Would it be good poli- 
tics? 

The World solicits an opinion upon this sub- 
ject from the other leaders of the democratic 
party and from the democratic press. 

To us Governor Hill seems unwise. 


Before entering upon the discussion of 
this interesting question at the invitation of 
The World, we desire to suggest that the 
terms of the invitation are open to criticism. 
Is not our esteemed contemporary giving 
the matter a somewhat surprising twist 
when it describes a possible repeal of the 
McKinley acts and the Sherman silver law 
as ‘‘an unconditional tearing down,’’ and as 
‘‘a triple menace to trade, commerce and 
finance?’’

As the matter is purely one of policy, it 
can and ought to be very freely discussed by 
the democratic newspapers, but before we 
proceed we shall have to differ, and that 
very widely, with the implied opinion of 
The World that the tarifflaw of 1883 and 
the Allison-Bland silver act are worse than 
the McKinley monstrosity and the Sherman 
silver law.

ing at all, it meansthat the people desired 
to condemn the republican legislation of that 
year, actual and contemplated. The ques- 
tion naturally arises, will it not be well for 
the democrats to take advantage of the pop- 
ular intimation and proceed against the 
actual legislation of the republicans? Here, 


at least, are simple and substantial issues. 


Why not take advantage of them and press 
the fight along the lines best calculated to 
arouse the interest and the co-operation of 
every voter who aidedin the revolution of 
1890? 

The objections briefly set forth by The 
World strike us as trivial in the extreme. 
Discussion, indeed, may impart to them un- 
expected weight and importance, but, as 
they stand, they seem to lack reasonable- 
ness. 

The democrats cannot move in any di- 
rection if the objections of The World are 
to hold good. In 1884,as well as in 1888, they 
were engaged in a movement in behalf of 
tariff reform.

As 
with the McKinley acts, so with the vicious 
Sherman silver Jaw, which the business men 
and democrats of New York state have just 
protested against. For the democrats to 
move for its repeal would be, according to 
The World, a menace of disturbance to 
finance. 

The difficulty here is @that these objec- 
tions will app!y in a greater or less degree to 
every movement that the democrats can 
make against representative republican leg- 
islation. If they are to have weight in one 
case they will have weight in all, and 
the democratic party will have to make 
up its mind to piddle and tinker with details, 
instead of moving boldly and eagerly against 
the results of republicanism. 


A Chapter of Practical Politics. 

President George William Curtis, of the 
Civil Service Reform Association, and Post- 
master General Wanamaker have been 
floundering about in a very interesting but 
apparently unprofitable correspondence. 

Mr. Curtis is satisfied that Postmaster 
Van Cott, of New York, has violated the 
spirit of the law in failing to disavow any 
connection with acircular issued by the re- 
publican state executive committee, of 
which he was a member, and sent to the 
employes of the postoffice, soliciting sub- 
scriptions for a political purpose. When his 
attention was pointedly called to this view 
of the matter, Mr. Wanamaker made no 
reply. 

It is not likely that Mr. Curtis will ever 
receive a satisfactory explanation. The 
postmaster general got into office because 
he subscribed $100,000 to the campaign fund 
that elected Harrison. Having made his 
start in public life through such methods, it 
is a waste of time to argue with him on the 
subject. Van Cott simply followed the 
policy approved by his superior, and if he is 
sharp enough to evade the letter of the law, 
Mr. Wanamaker is not the man to censure 
him. 

Wanamaker and his associates believe in 
what they call- practical politics. They 
have never allowed the principles and rules 
of civil service reform to stand in their way. 
Believing that the spoils belong to the 
victors, they bave made ita point to turn 
out the democrats and put republicans in 
their places, This policy has kept the repub- 


‘ lican party together and made it a power 


in the land. When the democrats gained 
contro! of the government they madean ef- 
fort to stick to the principles of civil service 
reform. Republicans were retained in of- 
fice, and democrats were hardly recognized. 
The machinery that the republicans needed 
was left in their hands, and it was success- 
fully worked to restore them to power at the 
next election, 

Republicans talk about civil service re- 
form, but they rely upon their old methods. 
They smash a democrat whenever he shows 
his head in official life. They make 
the corruption fund an important factor, 
and they take care of their most efficient 
partisan workers. 

The next democratic administration will 
have to turn the rascals out in dead earnest, 
Civil service reform cannot require us to re- 
tain in office the offensive partisans who are 
working against us while the men who have 
distinguished themselves in winning a demo- 
cratic victory are ignored. Thereis no civil 
service reform in such acourse, and there 
is neither common sense nor common jus- 
tice in it,

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The University Lectures. 


The importance of the university lectures 
has not been exaggerated in the frequent 
notices which have appeared in the news- 
papers, and it is to be hoped that the peo- 
ple of ‘Atlanta will give this educational en- 
terprise the attention it deserves. 

University extension, which, being inter- 
preted, is bringing university advantages to 
the people, is one of those things which 
has become possible in the centers of pop- 
ulation, by the co-operation of enough peo- 
ple todoa thing by wholesale which has 
heretofore been done fora fewin remote 
It is hard 
to believe that university lectures can be 


small that it seems ridiculous. Heretofore 
such advantages have been enjoyed by a 
favored few. Most men, at some time in 


their lives, have desired to go to college, 


but few have been able to gratify the wish, 
It seems unaccountable to them that lecture 
courses upon the plane of a university cur- 
riculum should be carried on in cities at an 
expense so small that it is hardly percepti- 
ble.. But when we stop and look back over 
educational progress from the time of the 


first printing press we see that it has been 


steadily on this line, constantly coming 
nearer to the people, and at constantly de- 
creasing expense. LDefore the inVention of 
the printing press, books were reproduced 
in manuscript form with great labor, and 
the few copies in existence were accessible 
to avery small proportion of the human 
race. Much of this work was done by 
cloistered monks, and hence it is that the 
church became the conservator of learning 
for so many centuries. With the invention 
of type and the advent of the press, there 
was atremendous broadening of the ave- 
nues of information, and year by year, as 
successive inventions cheapened printing, 
the paths of knowledge were multiplied. 
The lyceum system, the public schoo! sys- 
tem and popular lectures have opened the 
doors so wide and let in so great a fleod of 
light upon the minds of the people that 
there is hardly room enough to reccive it. 
Higher education was believed to be too 
serious an undertaking for the masses. It 
was thought by some that the little learning 
that was given to everybody was a positive 
danger. Still, for a long time no one seemed 
to think of attempting higher education in a 
popular way. ‘Tacitly the idea was accepted 
that human nature could go so far and no 
farther. Even those who believed that men 
came by evolution all the way up froma 
tadpole seemed to balk at the idea that the 
popular mind could make any more progress. 
But the world does not. turn backward, 
and the peopie,. having got the rudiments of 
an education, will not go back to ignorance 
again. If the little knowledge they now 
possess is a danger, they. will find a place of 
safety, not in a return to ignorance, but in a 
further advance toward enlightenment, 
That is the way the world solves its prob- 
lems. Whatever problem confronts men is 
generally met with a solution, but it is never 
the kind that Lot’s wife gave in the day of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. The mass of man- 
kind, like the noble Roman soldier, always 
dies with its face to the difficulty. The 


down” —would, in fact, be a menace 
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and each day’s reviving sounds are 
the reveille of a fresh advance. 

Now then the world has come to the point 
in education where it must advance or re- 
treat. A little learning is a dangerous thing, 
and common schools have spread that dan- 
ger everywhere. The war against illiteracy 
is incessant and unrelenting, and in the 
nature of things it must goon. The only 
safe thing for the people to do is to advance 
in education. That was the idea of Thomas 
Jefferson. His faith in popular govern- 
ment was based, not on an ignorant rabble, 
but on an enlightened people; and he him- 
self acknowledged that republican institu- 
tions could not continue where the ignorant 
and the vicious control. 

The time has come for this advance, and 
university extension is a popular movement 
born of necessity. Its success is a foregone 
conclusion. It has succeeded elsewhere and 
it will succeed in Atlanta. Then, so soon 
as its success is demonstrated in Atlanta, it 
will be started in the other Georgia cities. 
The efforts of the University of Georgia 
look to the good of the whole state. 

We print this morning a syllabus of the 
first of the university lectures, which was 
delivered at the Young Men’s library last 
night by Chancellor Boggs. It is needless 
to say that the subject was ably treated. 
Psychology is his specialty, the line of his 
life work. The Young Men’s library has 
made the experiment of putting these lec- 
tures at a merely nominal price, and it is to 
be hoped that the attendance will justify 
that policy.

The same may be said of his active partner, 
Mr. Azmon A, Murphey. They are both at 
outs with their party, and the breach is a wide 
one. It all came about from the efforts on the 
part of Mr. Murphey and Mr. Small to ran a 
party of their own here in Atlanta, and be sa- 
preme dictators. 

Small is avowedly an adherent of the pro- 
hibition party. Has affiliated with that party, 
attended its conventions, and voted its tickets. 

One utterance of this clerical debater during 
the recent campaign, has been clipped out 
and kept by Chairman Dickey, as an evidence 
of Mr. Small’s disloyalty, or his something 
worse. Seeking to influence voters, hesaidin a 
speech that he helped elect Russell governor 
of Massachusetts. He still claims to be loyal 
to the prohibition party, but they use that ut- 
terance in connection with some of 
his other actions, and will according to sev- 
eral well-inforined prohibitionists oust him.

A DEPUTY MARSHAL’S DEATH. 


The Story of How It Occurred—His Brother 
Officers Mourn. 

Deputy Marshal James L. Mann, acting 
sheriff of Pickens county, is dead. 

And Jasper is mourning the loss of a splendid 
citizen, while the officer’s fellow deputies are 
filled with mingled sorrow and resentment. 

The marshal’s death was due to injuries re- 
ceived several weeks ago, and the bitterest 
feeling is entertained toward the moonshiner 


who caused it. 
In October Mann and McElrath, two gov- 
ernment officers, were trying to bring a ‘pris- 


* oner, J. Lowman, to Jasper, when the brother 


of Lowman sbot and severely wounded 
McE!rath. 

The man whom the officers had in a vehicle, 
made a break for liberty. Mann caught him, 
and the two grappled, but Lowman was a 
heavyweight, and he seized the deputy marshal 
and squeezed him till the officer was compelled 
to let him go. 

Mann was badly hurt. He soon gave evi- 
dence of being internally injured. He came 
to Atlanta the next day, looking pale and feel- 
ing sick, and complained of suffering a great 
deal. He had never been healthy or strong, 
and ever since that time his lungs have been 
affected. 

Several weeks ago Mann was compelled to 
take to his bed. He was a very ill patient 
and continued to sink. All along he at- 
tributed his condition to the unfortunate da 
in October anti McElrath, who had recovered, 
came and sat by the dying man’s bedside. 

Pickens’s sheriff, Pinyan, hadinthe mean- 
while allowed Lowman to go free on a 
small bond, and he was beyond all 
handsof the law. He hasn’t been seen or 
heard of since. , 

Early this week Mann breathed his last. 

The death of the brave, popular officer was 

atly deplored at Jasper, and on Wednesday

Mann was very well known in Atlanta, and 
was equally well liked.

Made By a United States Deputy Mar- 
shal On Thursday, 


IN WHICH HE NARROWLY ESCAPES DEATH 


Shotat From the Rear While Pursuing a 
Man—Insensible In a Mountain 
Stream—A Fruitless Search. 


United States Deputy Marshal J. C. 
Thomas met with a decidedly narrow 
escape from death day before yesterday 
afternoon. 

He returned to Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing and the story he told of his experience 
was a lively one. 

With bullet holes in his hat and coat, a 
bruised and cut face, a badly lamed leg, 
he looked as though his story was literally 


true. He certainly bore evidence of having 


had an unpleasant time. 

On Thursday morning Thomas left for 
Franklin county. He was after a moon- 
shiner named John Thompson, a big, hardy 
mountaineer. The deputy reached the 
county, made his way to the house of 
his man, and soon had him under arrest. 

But Thompson did not intend to be carried 
away if he could helpit. He was handcuffed, 
and after a few moments asked permission to 
put on a white shirt in place of a ftiannel one. 

It was granted, and that’s where the trouble 
began. 

As soon as the moonshiner was freed he 
made adive for the open door and dasbed 
through it. The arrest had attracted, among 
others, the man's wife, and when the officer 
started in pursuit she tripped him and he fell 
sprawling on the threshold. Thomas as 
quickly as possible jumped up and followed 
after his prisoner. 

Thompson was running towards the woods 
for dear life, but the minute the deputy gave 


; chase the fugitive was given unexpected and 


valuable assistance from the rear. His father 
and brother had gotten their shotguns and 
they followed, firing upon the United States 
officer in rapid succession. 

Thompson then drew his revolver and 
opened up on his ex-prisoner. 

But it became too hot for him. One bullet 
grazed his ear, another almost tore off his hat, 
still another ripped a button off his flying 
coat. Whenall the chambers of his pistol 
were emplied but one, he stopped. 

That was what the father and brother 
wanted, and théy, too, halted. Then he 
darted behind a tree and covering the two, 
called to them to throw aside their weapons, 
on the penalty of their lives. They did it and 
taking advantage of this Thomas made a bold 
dash for his man, who was a good distance in 
advance. 

But he never reached him. 

The officer had lessened the space consid- 
erably and the chances for the moonshiner’s 
capture were good, when an unfortunate ac- 
cident occurred. He had reached the branch, 
halted and in a moment had 
leaped across it. But he miscalculated 
the distance, struck a huge stump and was 
felled tothe ground. For fifteen minutes he 
lay partly upon the ground and partly in the 
brook, insensible. 

The running water must have helped to re- 
vive him, and after a while he arose. He was 
badly bruised, his leg was wrenched, face 
bleeding freely, clothes muddy and fifty feet 
away lay his pistoi where it had flown. 

To crown everything the deputy had lost 
his warrant in this catastrophe and couldn’t 
follow his prisoner. He looked everywhere, 
but the missing paper and several minor ar- 
ticles he had were yone. 

Sore and sad, Thomas gathered himself to- 
gether and started back to the nearest station 
and took the next train to Atlanta, 

To add tothe trouble, these employes of 
Uncle Sam are paid only when they make ar- 
rests, so that Thomas loses all the fees of 
which he felt assured before Thompson broke 
loose. 

But he declares that he will get that moon- 
shiner if it takes his last cent and last drop of 
blood. 


A PROMINENT INVENTOR. 


The Death of the Father of the Sea Tele- 
phone, Mr. George Stewart. 

The sudden death of Mr. George W. Stewart, 
in New York, on Wednesday, has caused sin- 
cerest regrets among his many friends in 
Georgia. 

Mr. Stewart was the inventor of the sea tele- 
phone, and although he expected wonderful 
results from its further developments, he had 
already succeeded in using it with the greatest 
satisfaction with the wirea mile anda half 
under water. He was engaged up till the day 
of his death in the formation of a company in 
the interest of his scheme, which was highly 
spoken of by experts 

Mr. Stewart was born in Atlanta forty-eight 

years ago, and six weeks ago visited Adairs- 
ville, Ga., for some time. 
* On the day of his death he had been up 
town, and at 7:30 o’clock returned to his 
home at the Orlando house, with a parcel con- 
taining some toys and a gift for his wife. He 
handed her the p= e and as he did so, 
placed his hand to his heart exclaiming, 
“‘what an awful pain.”

Rice was opposed to it, so was Mr. Shropshire, 
but the latter gentleman was not present 
when the vote was taken and it went through 
by a majority of two. 

Yesterday it struck a worse snag than ever. 

When asked why it had not been signed 
among the other ordinances, Mayor Pro Tem. 
Middlebrooks replied that there were yet three 
days’ time for its consideration. 

‘*‘What do you intend doing with the resolu- 
tion ?”’ was asked. 

“T’ll either approve or veto it by Monday, 
the limited time.”’

Terminal Stock Takes a Hew Lease 
On Life. 


THE BULLS HAVE A FIELD DAY, 


The Basis for the Boom Does Not Seem 
to Be Understood—Theories of 
Some Brokers, 


New Yorx, December 11.—[Special.]— 
Richmonf Terminal has suddenly vaulted into 
conspicuous revival from the dismal depths in 
which it has recently been groping. For the 
last-week it has been dragging heavily between 
8 and 94, apparently without friends and with 
no flattering signs of improvement anywhere 
in the near future. It was under the ban of 
the old adage that if you give a dog a bad name 
you might as well kill him. 

All of a sudden, yesterday afternoon, toward 
the close of business on the stock exchange, 
Terminal was bought extensively, which re- 
sulted in moving the price up to 10, and,on the 
sound of the gong, that was bid for a thou. 
sand shares. The quick change set all the 
room traders to gossiping, and last night at the 
up-town resorts it was the favorite topic of 
conversation, and predictions of a big advance 
in the stock and bonds at once were voiced on 
all sides. 

Late last night it leaked out that the East 
Tennessee directors had sold yesterday $1,000, - 
000 of 5 per cent bonds to a prominent banking 
house, and that this amount was practically to 
pay the East Tennessee’s floating debt im- 
mediately. 

This morning before 10 o’clock, the bond 
sale was authoritatively announced, and con- 
sequently when the stock exchange opened 
Terminal was a prime favorite and eager buy- 
ers of it were on hand. The “‘ticker’’ nerv- 
ously sounded off the rapid advance and large 
sales,and, much to the delight of long-suffering 
Richmond Terminal bulls, quotations climbed 
up, until just before 3 o’clock the stock sold at 
12 on the $70,000,000 of common stock. 

This advance is equal to an appreciation of 
$2,450,000. Everybody insisted that such a 
material advance was not to be acoounted for 
simply by the sale of a million East Tennessee 
bonds. 

The wide-awakes of Wall street said there 
was probably more good news to come. 

This evening it is whispered that the ad- 
visory committee of bankers has gone far 
enough with its investigation into the Ter- 
minal affairs to warrant it in making 
within the next few days a preliminary report 
which will be to the effect that the Terminal 
and its subsidiary companies are all perfectly 
solvent, and that there is no necessity for any 
reorganization, or even any assessment on the 
Terminal stock. 

Such a clean bill of health from such emi- 
nent authorties as constitute the advisory com- 
mittee will go far to re-establish confidence in 
Terminal securities, and probably in that way 
solve all the difficulties of the company. It 
now appears that the Terminal situation has not 
at any time been as bad as was suspected, and 
that there is a goodly number of responsible 
volunteers now on hand who are ready and 
willing to assume al) the Terminal’s liabilities, 
if made secure by al its assets, 

The Brice-Thontas varty is said to have 
been a large buyer of Richmond Terminal yes- 
terday and today. 


EXTRA PRICE FOR COMPRESSION. 


A Decision Which Affects the Memphis 
Railroads. 


Mempnis, Tenn., December 11.—Judge 
Hammond, in the United States circuit court 
this morning, refused the application of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
for an injunction to compel the Memphis Cot- 
ton Compress Company to comply with its 
contract to compress cotton bales at 10 cents 
per 100 pounds. The compress has a mo- 
nopoly of compressing cotton, having 
bought or driven out all competitors, 
and it has a contract with ali 
railroad companies to compress cotton for five 
years at 10 cents per hundred but to make up 
recent heavy losses by fire, or for other reasons, 
it has notified ail railroad companies that they 
must pay 12 cents per 100 for compression and 
refuses to perform the contract. There being 
no other compress available this leaves the 
railroads no alternative but to pay the extra 

rice unless the compress could be compelled 

y injunction to perform its contract. / 


The Scrap Heap. 


——The gross earnings of Iowa railroads this 
year are $43,102,309. This is an increase of 
$6,000,000 over 1889. The net increase of 
tonnage in 1891 over 1890 is 1,150,111 tons. 
Operating expenses of al! the lines were $95,- 
881,092 in 1891, against $93,937,379 in 1890. The 
operating expenses of Lowa. lines alone were 

28,639,292 in 1891, against $27,296,283 in 1890. 
The earnings from strictly Iowa business are 
greatly increased over 1890. Twenty-two 
roads report earnings amounting to $31,201,565, 
a gain over 1890 on the same roads of $2,259,- 
002. Eight roads report earnings of $11,900,- 
835, a decrease of $450,031. The percentage of 
increase in earnings is remarkable, ranging 
from 15 to 27 per cent. 

—-—The Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas City 
is about to put on a day train with free reclin- 
ing chairs. 

——President Harrison recommends a law 
requiring of every railroad engaged in inter- 
state commerce the equipment each year of a 
given per centof its freight cars with auto- 
matic couplers and air brakes, which, as he 
says, would very soon and very greatly reduce 
the present fearful death rate among railroad 
employes. 

——The Western Union directors have de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend of 1} per 
cent, payable on January 15th.

1. On the trra. of a petition by the heirs at law 
of a decedent, consisting of his widow and chil- 
dren, the object of the petition being to attack 
and set aside certain deeds made by third persons 
and purporting to convey some of the land to 
which (ue heirs claim titie, the record of home- 
stead proceedings by which the widow hada 
homestead in the disputed property set apart to 
herself and minor children is not revelant 
evidence. 

2, If deeds sought to be canceled asacloud 
upon the plaintiil’s title are valid and operative 
muniments of title in favor of the defendant to 
the extent of one undivided half of the premises 
to which they relate, although the plaintiff may 
be the rightful owner, legal and equitable, of the 
other half, the prayer for cancellation must be 
denied. 

3. Where the owner of several subdivisions of a 
larger tract in which he has an undivided balf 
ownership sells such subdivisions and the pur- 
chaser pays the purchase money in full, taking 
receipts therefor, but no conveyance, such pur- 
chaser acquires a perfect equity; butif his vender 
afterwards sells for value and conveys by deed to 
a third person his original one undivided half of 
the wlhoie tract, such third person, if unatfected 
with notice of the outstanding equity in the prior 
purchaser, will yacquire title superior thereto in 
one undivided halt of said subdivisions; if af- 
fected with such notice, his title will be subject 
tosuch equity. This is true whetherthe deed be 
recorded within twelve months frow its execution 
or not. 

4. A. bona fide purchaser for value without 
notice, taking legal title from a purchaser and 
holder of the legal title affected with notice, is 
prow.cted against an outstanding equity, though 
it ws a perfect equity.

1. [t is libelous, and therefore actionable, for a 
notary public falsely and maliciously to protest 
Jor bon-phyment the acceptance of a person en- 
gaged in manufactures, and then send the draft, 
together with such — “to the source from 
whence it came.’’ That the protest shows on_ its 
‘tace that no proper legal demand was made for 
payment, will not render the libel harmless to the 
credit and business of the acceptor. since to be 
published as one who has dishonored his commer- 
cial paper tends naturally to produce injury. 

2. AS a general rule,a bank is not responsible 
for malicious protest made and published by a 
motary public rightly employed by it, such 
motarial act being that of a public officer; and 
it makes no difference that such notary is also an 
employe and agent of the bank.

Ok &@ trial for perjury, where there is no direct 
evidence: of the existence, finding or pendency of 
any inf.ictment for murder against George Eddle- 
inar,, or of any issue raised upon such indictment, 
there is no proper foundation for a charge to the 
Jury that if they believed from the evidence that 
vue George Eddleman was tried for murder in the 
Superior court of the county of Fulton, so far as 
the oath having been taken in some judicial pro- 
ceeding, the case to that extent would ve made 
out. That there was a trial, and that the person

ances if found fraudulent, and the bill is there- 
fore not without equity as to these defendants. 

2. When exceptions to a master’s report are de- 
murred to on the ground that they “do not plainly 
and distinctly state the finding or decision corn- 
plained of and the error committed,” this does 
not raise the objection that the exceptions are 
not separately classified as exceptions of law and 
—— of fact. 

3. Construing the exceptions to the master’s re- 
port in the light of the whole record, they are suf- 
ficiently plain and distinct as to the findings or 
decisions complained of and the errors committed. 

4. Ina civil case, the defendants are not enti- 
tled to a separate trial, nor is each entitled to 
Strike the full numbers of jurors, but all of the 
defendants must join in striking the jury. Where 
the regular number of strikes has been exceeded 
and the jury is thus reduced to eleven, the last 
man stricken should be restored to the list. 

5. Though the report of the master is prima 
facie to the truth and the burden of proof is on 
the party excepting thereto, anda request so to 
charge ought to be given, yet a request to charge 
“that the report of the auditor is prima facie cor- 
rect, and should be taken as a correct finding on 
the facts of the case, and the burden of showing 
thatit is erroneous is on the plaintiffs,” is not 
— accurate, and for that reason may be de- 
clined. 

6. [In view of the whole charge as given, it was 
not error to decline the various requests to charge 
set out in the record. 

7. Where acreditor holds an absolute deed as 
security for a debt, with his bond to reconvey out- 
Standing, and upon the debtor afterwards becom- 
ing insolvent, he takes the property in payment 
of the debt, the value being largely in excesss of 
the amount of the debt, other creditors nay have 
the property administered in equity as the assets 
of an insolvent and the proceeds applied, first to 
the secured debt, and the surplus to their own 
claims, This may be done without first tendering 
to. the secured creditor payment of his claim. 

&. Though the property may consist of a stock 
of goods, it is generally rightful, and not fraudu- 
lent, for a mortgagee to leave the same in the pos- 
session of the mortgagor, who is conducting an 
active business; yet this circumstance, taken in 
connection with others strongly tending to show 
that the debt was not bona fide and that the 
dentor was about to failin business, might au- 
thorize an inference of fraud by the jury. 

9. The statute (acts of 1481, p. 115) authorizes a 
court in all civi) cases,on request of the jury, to 
instruct themon theform of their verdict, and 
such request will be presumed where the court so 
instructs, unless the contrary appears.

Miller & Co. v. Georgia Railroad Co. Carriers. 
Storage rates and regulations. Notice, Before 
Judge Eve. City court of Richmond county. 

1. It is competent fora common carrier, whose 
customers at their option have the privilege of 
unloading for themselves the vehicles in which 
their freights are shipped, to adopt and enforce a 
reasonable regulation as to the time within which 
the vehicles may be unloaded free of any expense 
for storage. and to fix a reasonable rate per day at 
which storage will thereafter be charged for the 
use of such vehicles s0 long as they remain un- 
loaded. 

2. Arateof $1 per day for each railroad car 
thus devoted to the use of storing freight is not 
necessarily unreasonable because cars are of differ- 
ent sizes and vary in capacity, nor because a frac- 
tion of a day is charged for as a whole day, nor be- 
cause the customary rate of storage in warehouses 
or elevators is much lower; nor is it, asa watter 
of law, unreasonable for any cause. 

3. A particular common carrier, though.a cor- 
oration, makes a regulation its own by adopting 
tand acting upon it, irrespective of the source 

from whence it is derived; and therefore, that it 

was promuigated by a person or board of persons 
representing a combination of such Carriers 
would make no difference. 

4. As between the carrier and customers who 
have notice of the regulatien before shipments 
are made, the regulation is operative, whether 
indicated upon bills of lading or not, and whether 
the shipments are made tothe order of the con- 
Ssiynor with the customary direction to notify the 
customer, or directly to the customer hiiseelf. 

5. In constructing the phraseology of:a regula- 
tion expressed in this language: “It being un- 
derstood that this car or cars are to be placed and 
remain accessible to the consignee for the purpose 
Lor 
demurrage, and that when the period for such de- 
murrage charge commences, they are to remain 
accessible to the consignee for unloading pur- 
poses,’’ the course and exigencies of business are 
necessarily to be re arded ; and hence the cars 


after their arrival at destination, though not kept | 


accessible at every moment of time, are to be 
treated as being and remaining accessible if the 
carrier is always ready to render them so within 
the shortest practicable time, not longer thana 
few honrs, after being notified that the customer 
is ready tounload.

Emery v. Atlanta Real Estate Exchange. Con- 
tracts. Realestate brokers. Evidence. Charge 
of court. Practice in supreme court. Before 
Judge Richard H. Clark. DeKalb superior 
court. 

1. A contract between the owner of real estate 
and a real estate broker inthese terms, “1 will 
oifer the “8 at $11,250 net‘until May 10, 1890. 
(Signed) H. F. Einery.” “We accept the above at 
$11,250 net upon condition that sale is perfected. 
(Signed) J. H. Mountain, Manager,’’ construed in 
the light of the parol evidence, importsan un- 
dertaking by the broker to furnish a purchaser, 
if he can do so, who will pay $11,250 cash for the 
property, or more than that sum; and on the part 
of the owner, that he will accept such purchaser 
and convey to hitn the property on receiptof the 
net price specified. The difference between that 
_ and what the purchaser would pay, would 

the compensation of the _ broker for his 
services. Thetime for completing the transac- 
tion would not extend beyond the 10th day of the 
month without the consent of the owner, and with 
his consent, not beyond the day named by him. 

2. In an action upon such contract by the broker 
against the owner, evidence of custom of real 
estate brokers as to the amount of commissions 
or a8 to the way the broker’s functions are per- 
formed or when they are completad, is irrelevant. 

3. Evidence that the owner refused to pay the 
broker, but offered as a compromise to pay a fixed 
amount and to give another specified amount to a 
chureb, is inadmissible under the rule that prop- 


’ ositions made witha view to a compromise are 


not proper evidence. Code, (§3789. 

4. There was noerror in refusing to give the 
requests in charge, and the whole charge was not 
error. 

5. The supreme court will not review questions 
raised in the motion for a new trial, by way of ex- 
ceptions to the charge, the grounds of the motion 
not reciting the language of the charge excepted 
to, but only referring to divisions of the charge 
numbered so and so. Cutting up a charge in this 
mode, merely by reference numbers to different 
divisions of it, 80 as to require the court to seek 
out the corresponding nuinbers in the charge and 
thus arrive at the matters complained of, is not 
legitimate practice.

4. This being the first grant of a new trial, and 
the charge of the court not being wholly free from 
error, there was no abuse of discretion in ordering 
another trial.

Judge Marshall J. Clarke Decides an 
Interesting Matter. 


THE HOMESTEAD LAW ABLY DEFINED. 


AHomestead Cannot Be Alienated—The 


Pewers of an Administrator—A 
Lucid Exposition of the Law. 


The case of Clifford L. Anderson, as admin- 
istrator of Jordan Love, vs. Willis Love et al., 
was decided by Judge Marshall J. Clarke yes- 


terday morning. 
This is a case replete with interesting issues 
and illustrating some important principles of 


law. 

The 17th of last November this case, by con- 
sent of counsel, came on to be tried, both as 
to law and facts, by Judge Clarke, without the 
intervention of a jury. 

Jordan Love died in January, 1888. The 
plaintiff was appointed his administrator No- 
vember 9, 1889. The deceased’s whole estate 
consisted of a house and lot situated 
on the east side of Courtland avenue, 
in Atlanta, Ga., and particularly de- 
scribed in the pleadings. This property 
wason March 26, 1877, upon {the petition of 
Miranda Love, the wife of Jordan Love, set 
apart as a homestead for the benefit of herself 
and Willis and Anna Love, two minor children 
ofsaid Jordan by a former marriage. The said 
Willis was then sixteen yearsof age, and the 
said Anna fourteen. 

May 4, 1887, Jordan Love executed and de- 
livered to his said wifea deed by which hecon- 
veyed to her in fee simple the said house and 
lot. Tho consideration recited in the deed 
is $10. 

Miranda died about six months after the 
death of her husband. 

The administrator regularly sold the prop- 
erty the first Tuesday in November, 1889, and 
executed to the purchaser the usual convey- 
ance. The purchase money received was 
$1,000. Of this sum several amounts have 
been paid by the administratgr for the estate in 
a manner stated in the petition, and approved 
by all parties to the present suit. The re- 
mainder of the fund thus realized has become 
the subject of controversy between the heirs of 
Jordan Love: the said Anna and Willis Love, 
the former residing in Fulton county, Georgia, 
and the latter residing in New Orleans, La., 
and the heirs of Miranda Love: Millie 
Davis, the mother of said Miranda, and Jeff 
Erwin, Matilda Simmons and Sarah Anne 


Hil], her brather and sisters. 

The petitidn was filed to have the court 
direct the administrator as tothe proper dis- 
position of the fund under the facts as _ stated. 

The two children of Jordan Love contended 
that the deed from him to his wife, Miranda, 
is void because the property embraced in it 
was then the subject of a homestead, and 
could not be alienated, and that, as a conse- 
quence, the title of the property was in Jordan 
1o the moment of his death, and thereupon 
immediately descended to his heirs. 

It was insisted on the partof the heirs of 
Miranda that such deedjis valid notwith- 
standing the homestead, and that she, there- 
fore, died the owner of the property, and that 
they, as her heirs, are now entitled to the 
same. ‘The controlling question then is 
whether the deed from Jordan Love to his 
wife is valid under tie facts in the case. 

The Decision. 

Judge Clarke recites all the above facts and 
then concludes: 

The constitution adopted December 21, 1877, 
after providing for the homestead, declares that 
the vebtor may to a certain prescribed extent 
waive the benefit of it, and then proceeds in this 
language: ‘And he shail not after it is set apart 
alienate or encumber the property so exempted, 
but it may be sola by the debtor and his wife 
jointly with the sanction of the judge of the su- 
perior court of the connty where the debtor re- 
Sides or the land is situated, the proceeds to be 
invested upon the Saimne uses.’”’. It is to be 
voocrved Cuat the language forbidding the debtor 
of himsetf alone to alienate the property so ex- 
enpted, is universal and absolute. ‘He shall not 
afierit is set apart alienate or encumber the prop- 
erty so exempted,” are the words of the constitu- 
tion. The term alienate “comprises any method 
wherein estates are voluntarily resigned by one 
man and accepted by another.” Blackstone, book 
ll, side page, 287. Tofeel the full force of the 
clause cited, one must note that it is not limited 
in its operation to the homestead interest, but ap- 
plies to the property so exempted; that 
is, to whatever the dsbtor may own in it. Code, 
Bec. 6212. ‘The legislature in the machinery it has 
planned for the sale of the homestead by the 
Sanction of the judge of the superior court (as the 
constitution provides nay be done) prescribes that 
“such sale shall operate to pass to the purchaser 
the entire interest and title of the beneficiaries in 
the exempted property, and, also, the 
entire interest and _ title owned before 
the exemption was made by the party 
out of whose estate the property was so ex- 
empted.” itis plain then that both the prohibi- 
tion «gainst a sale of the homestead by the 
debtor, and the perinission to him upon certain 
conditions to bring about a sale relate not merely 
to the homestead interest, but to the whole title 
which the debtor has, to the property. ‘This in- 
cludes, of course, the revision after the expira- 
tion of the homestead interest. There is, therefore, 
nothing in property charged with a homestead 
which a delitor can sell while the homestead lasts. 
The homestead endures as long as any beneficiary 
of it lives. 85 Ga., 733; 80 Ga., 332. The constitu- 


\ tion of 1868 contains no provision whatever as to 


the sa'e of the homestead, and any sale of such 
homestead by the debtor “isa nullity.’ 80 Ga., 
832. Theonly authority forthe sale of a home- 
stead is that expressed in the constitution of 
18:7. The supreme court in Hart against Evans 
hoids that “homestead property set apart tothe 
head of a ‘amily cannot be sold by any one, 
whether officer or private person, 80 long is the 
family continues to exist as one of the families of 
this state, save under the conditions _ pre- 
scribed in the constitution. 80 Ga., 330. To the

Under the view of the law above presented, it is 
clear that the deed from Jordan Love to his wife 
Miranda must be regarded as altogether 
ineffectual to pass any title to her. 

he obvious consequence is that the title 
to said property was in Jordan Love up 
to his death, and thereupon descended immedi- 
we to his heirs. A decree may be drawn in ac- 
cordance with this.opinion.

What Transpired in the Various Depart- 
ments Yesterday. 


THE RAILROAD COMMISSION'S REPORT. 


The Governor eat His Post Acain—A Negro 
Pardoned—A Captain Resigns. 
Other Capitol News, 


The annual report of the railroad commis- 
sion came from the hands of the printer 
yesterday. 

It is the nineteenth report, and contains all 
of the ofticial proceeding, of the commission for 
the past year. 

Many important matters have come before 
the commission to be settled in the past year, 
and the report contains all the orders touching 
the cases. Itis a valuable book to railroad 
men. 

The action of the commission in joint and 
through rate, and on the famous coal rate, is 
covered in the first pages of the report. 

Mention is made of the recent law requiring 
the publication of the orders issued by the 
commission in the daily papers of the 
cities of the state, and which 
requires the railroad companies to 
post these orders conspicuously in their offices. 
The commission reports that through its work 
a number of new depots have been erected 
during tho year, and several old ones enlarged 
and improved. 

Of new railroads the following have appiied 
tothe commission for tariffs of freight and 
passenger rates: Kome and Decatur; Albany, 
Florida and Northern; Macon, Dublin and Sa- 
vannah. These have been furnished and tho 
roads have begun operation under them within 
the past year. Several new lines, some of 
them of much importance are being con- 


structed. 

A table showing that Georgia is in the lead 
inthe building of new railroads is given. 
About two hundred miles of new track have 
been added on twelve different railroads. The 
table shows that Maine has built five miles in 
the last year; New. Hampshire, 7; Massa- 
chusetis, 4: MKhode Island, 4; New 
York, 83; New Jersey, 36.05; Penn- 
svivania, 171.05; Maryland, 3; West 
Virginia, 113; Virginia, 146.87; North 
Carolina, 91.05; South Carolina, 177.5; Geor- 
gio, 198.9; Florida, 9; Alabama, = 101.5; 
Louisiana, 69.5; Tennessee, 03.55; Kentucky, 
29.25; Ohio, 136.2; Michigan, 49.31; Indiana, 
15.52; [linois, 57.0; Wisconsin, 101.58; Minne- 
sota, 95.6; North Dakota, 102.73; South 
Dakota, 54.71; Iowa, 27; Nebraska, 25.5; 
Kansas, 2; Missouri, 19; Indian Territory, 6; 
Arkansas, 69.6; Texas, 92.85; Colorado, 44.6; 
Wyoming, 47.89; Montana, 103.5; California, 
102.26: New Mexico, 18; Idaho, 20; Oregon, 
43; Washington, 182.5. 

A table showing the gross and net earn- 
ings of the Georgia railroads is given. The 
netearning of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western is the largest of any of the roads, 
being $1,158,365.07. Four roads, the Colum- 
bus and Rome; the Georgia Pacific; the San- 
dersville and Tennille, andthe Sylvama rail- 
road show a deficit of a few thousand dollars 
pach. 

‘The total valuation of railroad property in 
this state is $40,901,190, a gain of $3,559,112 
over last year. 

Over halfof the report is taken up with 
the classifications and rules of the commission, 
to which is appended the recent laws govern- 
ing railroads. 

The commission reports that its business is 
constantly increasing, owing to the rapid 
growth of railroads in Georgia. 

A Captain LKosigns. 

Captain G. W. Weaver, of the Conyers Vol- 
unteers, has resigned. He is a popular com- 
manding officer, and is well known in Georgia 
military circles. He gives no reason for his 
resignation. Lieutenant J. R. Irwin is men- 
tioned as his probable successor. 

Back at Their Posts. 

Governor Northen and State School Com- 
missioner Bradwell were back in their offices 
yesterday. It wasthe first time this week 
that they have been at their posts. 

Governor Northen was busy entertaining 
callers and disposing of business which has 
accumulated in his absence. 

Captain Bradwell occupied the morning in 
compiling the questions forthe examination 
of applicants for teachers’ positions in the pub- 
lic schools. The questions were sent to the 
printer inthe afternoon and today will be 
mailed tothe boards of education of every 
county in the state. The examination takes 
place December 1th. 

A commission was yesterday issued to Major 
T. F. Jones, as school commissioner of Early 
county. 

‘ A Pardon Granted. 

Governor Northen issued a pardon order 
yesterday, which gave Jack McConnell his 
liberty. 

McConnell was sent up from Forsyth county 
in 1889 for burglary, for five years. The pe- 
tition for his pardon, which is numerous!ly 
signed, states that he is of unsound mind 
and not responsible for his actions. The so- 
licitor general who prosecuted the case, recoin- 
mended the pardon. 

The Annual Report. 

Commissioner Nesbitt is preparing his an- 
nual report of the work donein the agricul- 
tural department during the year. 

A general review of what has been accom- 
plished is given. Mr. Nesbitt reports that 
$4,000 has been saved in the running expenses 
of the department. This has been spent for 
the benetit of the farmers. During the year 
he has had the chemist’s office and laboratory 
moved into the capito). The wisdom of this 
move has been proven by the large increase in 
the number of analyses made. One thousand 
and eighty-four analyses have been made dur- 
ing the year.

Willie Billings, the orphan boy who was 
locked up in the Fulton county jail Thursday 
afternoon for shooting at Charles Wilson for 
casting insulting reflections on the poverty of 
his widowed mother’s family, was released on 
bail yesterday. 

The stury of the shooting, arrest, trial, in- 
carceration and grief of the mother was told in 
yesterday morning’s CONSTITUTION, and the 
picture was not overdrawn.

A Jury Brings in a Verdict for the De- 
fendant in the City Court. 

The entire week in the city courtof Atlanta, 
Judge Howard Van Epps presiding, has been 
consumed in the trial of the case of Charies A.
